The names of moat of the gigantic 
and formidable iron dads, which have 
of late years been added to the strength 
of the. English navy, have nearly 
thrown into the shade the old class of 
'wooden walls,' behind which Nolson, 
Howe, St. Vincent, Codriugtou, Coch- 
rane, and a host of others, fought with 
and conquered the enemies of Britain, 
and achieved some of the most brilli- 
ant victories appearing in her annals. 
Of these 'wooden. walls' that is of the 
secQnd rate line of battle ships -that 
is to say, carrying 73 guns — but three 
are'now retained on the list as efFoc 
tive, viz., the Donegal, for a longtime 
a guard ship in the River Mersey; the 
Duncan, at one time flag ship at Hali- 
fax, N. 3/a%tno50aflting,.in the same 
capacity arSQeefflflSSilDearing the flag 
of Vice Admiral tho Hon. P. G-. Hast- 
ings, C. B., and the Revenge, now 
stationed at Queenstown, under the 
command of Vice Admiral 11. Coote. 
These vessels ■ are armed chiefly with 
32 pounders (smooth) with an aggre- 
gate of 1G,460 pounds. The'Howe 
and Victoria, both 102 guns, and sev- 
eral additional second rates, have, 
until very lately, been retained on the 
efifective list, but lately have been re- 
moved to harbor 8ervi(?e,, but could be 
in an emergeno^.utiliiieclafeti[anBportB. 
Among the screw frigates, ot^wbich
